But what about small individuals 
that make up the country? They 
are also in trouble, twelve millicn 
of them, plus their families mak- 
ing a total of at Icast thirty million. 


R. FISHER of Yale. sometimes 
completely right, and sometimes 
completely wrong, is right when 
he calls Technocracy alarms silly. 
He says that to breah the depress- 
ion, money must be made more 
plentiful, and it takes “no ghost 
to realize 
that. If people have ne money to 
spend, they can't buy and if they 
don't buy, factories can’t run, and if 
factories don't run, men won't ce 
employed. 

The question is, how can you in- 
crease buying power? Dr. Fisher 
suggests scrip, paper money. But 
if you “inflate or reflate” with 
paper money. the Canadian forests 
are the limit of your currency. 
Perhaps it would be wise to start 
with silver om some sensible basis, 
and keep inflation automatically 
limited. There is only just so much 
silver, and production is under 200,- 
600,000 ounces a year, very much 
under, while the copper mines, with 
silver as a by-product, are closed 
down. 

ILVER is the money used by one 

thousand milion human beings 
that never see gold. or if they do. 
by accident. get a gold piece from 
an Englishman, they run away and 
change it into silver taels, rupees. 
or other silver money, in which 
they have confidence.

Geneva says that the world is 
spending twenty thousand million 
dollars on unemployment relief, 
which includes of course, appro- 
priations made by governments for 
work not absolutely necessary, in 
order to keep workers busy. 

IVE hundred thousand are strick-

We have had influenza in North 
America, but generally speaking ‘t 
is declining. 

The best way to fight it is with 
oxygen. Germs do not like oxygen, | 
for, literally, “it burns them up.” | 

Keep your Windows open at night. 
keep neck and chest well covered 
as you sleep, don't take any cold 
baths “all over.” but apply cold 
water to wrists, fect, ankles, chest 
and neck in the morning. 


HE Belgian representative in 
Geueva warns employers to 
make work hours shorter. and thus 
employ more men, or they “may 
find a storm breaking.” What kind 
of storm he does not say, but it is 
casy to guess the “kind”. 

There is need for that advice in 
this country. .where our “best 
minds” may alse find such a storm 
breaking although there is absolute- 
ly no necessity for such a storm. 

We have too much of everything, 
and if we only hag brains enough to 
distribute the “too much,” keeping | 
every man and woman, and, espe- 
cially, the children, properly fed 
and properly educated, there would 
not be any “storm”. 

The trouble is that our important 
men, our government, and all in 
power, have been trained only to 
get something each for himself. It 
has never been anybody's business 
te see that.

cage bank in trouble, or a railroad 
fearing receivership.
